The attempted assassination of <Ion, 


Von Drentclen, the head of tho St. 
Petersburg Gendarmerie, IB a fresh proof 
of the dangeri which beeet every govern- 
ment officer in Russia. On the ap- 
pointment of the new minister of polico, 
a few month B ago, a wag proposed to 
celebrate the occasion with a service lor 
the repose of bin soul. This audacious 
jest was certainly not unwarranted by 
facts. Tho late M. Nikolai Milutine, 
during his BIZ months' tenure of office 
in Poland, was guarded night and day 
by four Cossacks with loaded rifles. 
Uon. Kolpakovsli, the military govern- 
or of northeast Turkistttn, is similarly 
protected, no stranger being allowed to 
approach him till satisfactorily vouched 
fur. 
The life ot Ocn. Trepon, the lato 


Minuter of i'olico, has been thrice at- 
tempted since bis elevation. Ono of his 
colleagues was murdered in broad day- 
light, less than a year ago, in the streets 
of St. Petersburg. .But perhaps the 
most singular attempt of this kind was. 
that made not long since upon one of 
the minor chiefs of the Moscow police. 
He was sitting alone in his cabinet when 
a tolerably well-dressed man entered 
and politely intuited if he were Inspec- 
tor T 
. The Inspector replied in 


the affirmative, whereupon the stranger 
suddenly produced a short club and with 
one blow felled him to the ground, out- 
ting his head severely. The assailant, on 
being arrested and <|uestioncd, talked so 
wildly, mid behaved with such extrava- 
gance, as to bo at once set down as a 
maiiino, although one or two close ob- 
servers pronounced his madness feigned 
However, his death in prison a lew 
weelit later left the whole nlTaira mys- 
tery, and a mystery it remains to this 
day.

On 
all Bidet the thirst-distracted prisoner 
beholds water—water for

would sacrifice everything—but which 
lie cannot touch except upon the cnnili- 
' >ns of confeftion.

There is no doubt the party was com- 
posed of men who had .some thno ago 
threatened the town in revenge fur llic 
death of the desperado Rued, who u 
killed here. The State Guards, after 
the pacifin resolutions of the citizens' 
meeting held by Reed's friends, had 
disbumicd, and this sudden attack in 
the dark found the city defenceless,and 
hence it was unchecked 
Fortunately 


no one was hurt. 
A considerable num- 


ber of citizens, after their departure, 
armed and patrolled the town until day 
light. The man Reed and the mob who 
created this disturbance were of a reck- 
less class of people, who have been a 
terror to law-abiding people since the 
early days of the war. 
Reed has killed 


several men, and frequently, with his 
gang, had ridden into town, harassing 
and annoying law-abiding people. Only 
a short time before his death he mudo 
such a foray into town nnd struck the 
Mayor on the head with a pistol while 
attempting to maintain peace.

arrested and Gned for this. The row in 
which ho was killed occurred shortly 
after.

It had gained headway immediately 
under the roof, and was difficult to 
reach, but the water thrown through 
the openings made in tho ceiling, and 
thui made through the roof, aoonjkod 
ed the building and brought tl'e fire 
under control.
